Office Action Summary 
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1 . The amendment filed July 23, 2001 has been entered and considered by the examiner. 

2. Claims 1-22 are presenting for examination. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ludwig (US Pat. 
No. 6,237,025). 

5. As to claims 1-6, Ludwig shows in Figs 1, 20-21 & 3 IB, a multimedia collaboration 
system having a first computer 12-1, a control site computer 502, and a second computer 12-2. 
The system of Ludwig teaches the limitations of allowing the user of the first computer 12-1 to 
select a region (snap shot such as a window) on the display of the computer 12-1 , transmitted the 
associated image to the control computer 502 5 and the control computer 502 transmits the image 
to the second computer 12-2 to be displayed on its screen (display), see col 4, lines 58-62, col 26, 
lines 27-38, lines 47-61, col 30, lines 30-32, col 34, lines 65-67, col 36, lines 36-60. 

6. As to claims 7-11,12-16, and 17-22, the claims are similar in scope, and they are rejected 
under the same rationale. 

Therefore, it can be sen from paragraphs 5-6 that Ludwig anticipated claims 1-22. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 



disclosure.
